Tokyo, 3lat’ May. 

The: newspapers exhaust, their vocabularies 
over the nuval success. Russia, they say, is, 
not only stripped of all naval force, but she 
hus forfeited her last chanco of recovering com- 
mand of theses. She took an unconscionable 
time to come up to the soratch and her pre- 
peration disturbed the world’s morkots, but 
the instant tho fleet arrived within reach 
of Japan’ arms, Admiral, Togo struck them 
down with. the greatest. ease and in most 
anfficient manner. “One cannot make. ome- 
lettas without breaking eggs,"’ but the fact that 
Jnpan hus obliterated Russia on the Pacific 
ane obtained five big ships at the cost.of three 
torpedo-boats bas furnished a striking illustra. 
tion of the truth that the man bobind the gun 
is the ultimate factor im victory. 

Bome exports are ‘of’ opinion that Admirul 
Rozhdestvensky endeavoured to reach Viadi-

derived an annual revenue varying between 130 
aud 180 millions. Now there are, in round 
numbers, nine million households in Japan 
whose oxpenditure (including toxes) may bo 
taken to average £15 annually. That may 
seem & small figure, bat it is prooably quite 
sufficient secording 1o the Japanese standard of 
living. On this account, then, there is s total 
yearly outlay of 135 millions, the conclusion 
being thet in bad years the country spends 
virtually the whole of its income, while in good 
yenrs it has a surplus of some +5 millions sterhag. 
Speaking generally, an excess of from 20 to.30 
millions may be aysumed, and that amount is 
either eaved or invested. The next question ia: 
Whence is this income derived P Statistics show 
that ut the end of 1902 the nation bad invested 
150 millions sterling in various companies. From

obtained, leaving from 115 millions to 365 
millions to bo otherwise earned. It is here that 
Count: Okuma makes his principal point. He 
concludes that from seven-eighths to eleven- 
twelftha of the nation’s snnual i: come comes 
from the resources with which nature has. en- 
dowed the country, nomely, agricalture—in- 
cluding seri-culture and mining—svd fisheries.
